■We are not to be told that t hie is a mere 
normal ■ tate of thing! ; that it it one tociety 
ought to tolerate; that it ie one to which no 
remedy cm be found. We ehould think far 
Icdi of human nature than even the proved 
egoiitm, telfithneie, and cruelty of human 
nature hat hitherto justified, if we could fancy 
that a uch a at ate ment would be received with- 
out emotion, and paned over without enquiry. 

Tin' cue of conscience we ptopoaa for the 
coniideration of the Church it thla : Whether 
it it mare criminal to dettroy infant lift 
ir™Wnjii arhnt—by the interposition of loms 
■kilrul hand ipircially commieeioned by the 
State, than tn uphold a system which ia certain 
to prove fatal? Take the firtt propoeition. 
No parental tenderneet can be violated in the 
deitcuction of an infant life ; the mother that 
deecrte her child and leavee it in the itreet to 
the chance companion of atrangeTe, can eeaiceiy 
be auppoted to interest btrtelf further in ita 
fate- It is simply then Ihe life of the child that 
ia it italte. True, enthrined in that infant 
frame, presented to out compasaion u a 
people, may be the toul of a Miltow, of 
a Cnoimriti., of a WtLLIKQIolt, or of 
a Nf ottlinoAll ; such, however, often pertah 
by accident or by diaaaM, Bat 
a child brought under the care or the State and 
quietly laid into its final sleep will never know 
anxiety or a arrow — will never be defiled by 
guilt — will never be seduced by crime. True, 
it will not become virtuous, great, and use fill, 
but it will put away, aa men hope, into ever- 
lasting repoae. Let <u imagine that the State, 
having before it two methods of destroying life, 
that in which there ia no conacionaneH of pain 
— in which the trsmition will never be observed, 
and another in whir.li th* infant shall be tossed 
from hand to hand, liable to agony from 
cruelty and neglect ; breathing an atmnphere 
which poisons the founts inn of its you or 
life ; hourly approaching that Inanition which 
hat become one of our regular diaaaaaes : 
Ii it not a que* lion which demand* 
a re solver of doubts whether the State ehould 
not prefer the flttt mtthod, however It may 
thoclt a prejudice, to the mora alow and cruel 
proceei of the lut. It it proved by long ex- 
perience thit a child who craeeet the threshold 
cannot live, according to physical laws An 
eye of compassion may occasionally rust upon 
it ; abundance of food may be provided : 
everything that mere money can pro- 
vide in such ui ettablithment may be 
assured to it, hut still the certainty 
is death. We put it to our reverend friends 
whether it may not be a question how far 
aociety, if justified in the laat prooeas, would 
not be mow than justified in the first. The 
heart of any man who hat fondled children upon 
bit knee mutt 'ael a throb of anguish in the 
contemplation of the suffering of these unhappy 
children— unhappy ao far as we consider their 
temporal lot- 
It it far from ut to impute tJuta diaattroui 
facta to the pet sons more particularly connected 
with the institution. There hat been no better 
provision within their reach — no special funds 
placed at their dis^oial, and probably is many 
case* they have scarcely marked the 
regularity with which death hu followed 
an admission within their walla. It is sot mil- 
placed indignation that we wish to arouse, in the 
public mind, bat an earnest conviction of the 
necessity or immediate movement, without 
which indignation and regret are mere grimace 
and hypocrisy. It ii known to us now thit 
not a child ia reared in the Benevolent Aaylnm. 
How many will perish before society itretcbn 
forth ita hand, of course we cannot tall, bnt we 
hold the Government reiponaible, if it shall 
delay one moment t* provide the 
mean) for the protection of thetc 
at lust from the slow torture, more 
terrible than death. Thin nn, no 
doubt, tome persons in the world who 
think, what with the troubles and what with the 
lint of nuturer Ufa, a very kind service it ren 
J"6tt i tfl o h ii d.Tflm. whoa, tioitAmBil t 
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Bucb peraoiu, whenever they hear of the 
death of a child, raise their eyes and hands in 
thankfulness, and rejoice that all it over. Even 
these, however, may not approve of our method 
of benevolence, and think that at least whei 
certain death in various form* is Inevitable, we 
ehould select that attended with the )sa*t 
diegutt and sparing. ■■ The ilanghter of 
innocents, however, has never been the .abject 
of much popular approbation. 

Ms. RowLAJtn hu not much Improved hit 
position before th* public by the long latter he 
4iu addressed to ui. HUl midden disappearance 
when he wu tummoned to aniwer the charge of 
ataault, naturally induced every on* to suppose 
that he wea conscious of guilt, and wished to 
avoid puniahmenL Hie profeited rauont for 
running away an without force. He justifies 
his conduct towards the handcuffed girls, and 
alleges that his treatment of them was abso- 
lutely necessary to preserve the ship from be- 
ciming a scene of disorder and disease; and 
that therefore, 10 far from being wanton 
cruelly, it wu a teal kindiett to them and to the 
whole ship's company. Bat if these allegations 
ere true, what hu he to feu from a charge of 
assault? If hit conduct was justifiable, why 
ehould he shrink from an enquiry I If hi* ac- 
cusers were disposed to be hard upon him, 
magistrates and judges would not be. Our 
court* art impartial. Let him show that he in 
no respect, abused hi* authority, and he would 
receive a triumphant vindication. He would be 
put to no ruinous legal expense, while be would 
become entitled to hit gratuity. But he hu ab- 
sented Himself, precisely at the time when it wu 
mo*t necessary for hi. credit that he should 
have been pnttnt. Th* tnouirv by th* Immi- 
ted.nnd |udfm.«> 
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gone again.t him by 

HE. account of the moral weakness of the 
captain, of th* nutinou* and impudent be- 
haviour of the craw, and of the bad disposition 
of some few of the single women is, we belitve, 
conflmed by the general tenor of th* evidenoa 
taken before tht Board, and this state of things 
unquestionably made hi* position a must deli- 
cate and difficult one. Thit ia not denied, but 
it fails to justify the conduct with which ha is 
charged. It would appear from his own Ter- 
tian or th* facts, that the access of the sailors to 
tbe ferrule apartment took place mostly, if not 
entirely, prior 'o the visit to Faailiae, and 
wu sncourAged by the ■tenderness of tbe 
bulk head, and the confusion on board ; 
but that afterwards, when, a new and 
stronger partition wu built, and when the 
Matron's bant, wis shifted, this irregular con- 
duct wu put a stop to. Mr. Rtvum aayt 
that the Commissioners gave him authority to 
tend back from Pauillac any girl who had 
criminally committed herself, but he declined to 
avail himself of the power. If h* knsw of any 
such case, he acted wrongly. Hi* toleration 
might have been intended u a kindness to ihoie 
who would thus bava been *xscswd, bat it wu 
s gross injustice to the rest of th* 
•ingle women not to purify the ship 
when the opportunity presented itself. 
It I* a cruel thing to shut vittuoua young 
women up for three ot four months with per- 
sons of degraded character, and to force them 
into daily and hourly contact with corrupting 
influences, If improper persons had succeeded 
in securing a pauage, it was Mr. Rowland's 
duty, when hi found it out, to have cleared the 
ship or t tic it pretence, when ht htd the chance 
of doing so. H* had no right to risk the con- 
sequences of retaining them, and to trust to his 
discipline to prevent misconduct. For even if 
that discipline had availed to check open im. 
proprietiet, he could not have guarded, against 
th* evil and insidious effect* of to 
baneful an influence upon the moial character 
of many of the pusongera. An eougrnfflt 
ship is not a reformatory, nor should it bt used 
u tuch. Respectable emigrants will bt loath 
to commit themtelvts to a Toyaga if they find 
that immoral associate* will, through too csniese 
an iospacutni, be shut np with ikem, or will bt 
needlessly retained in the ahip when disceveted, 
from a misplaced tenderness for their reputa- 
tion. 

But tht difficulties which Mr, Rowland des- 
cribes aa occurring towards the clot* of the 
voyage, and which lad him to inflict eiccssive 
punishment, do not teem to have been, tt least 
directly, connected with the retention of these 
particular chtracwre on board tbe ship. The 
insubordination complained of wu not wnriai- 
bited by those who** moral character ii 
aspersed, nor had it any relation to tht conduct 
of the crew. It wu simply an exhibition of 
temper and obstinacy which, however reprehen- 
sible and deeerving of punishment, did not call 
for extreme rigour. It is pretty clear that both 
Matron and Surgeon were deficient in tba ut of 
managing unruly spirit*, and probably both 
allowed themitlvat to be put out of temper 
under citcumsUnces which specially required 
them to act guardedly. Mr. Kowuan epaakt 
as though he war* ignorant of th* 
effects of th* handcuffs upon hit pri- 
aosers. •' If they really did suffer any pain 
from them," he sty* " it mutt have been caused 
entirely by their own violent efforts to wrench 
their hand* through them." If the statement* 
already made public are to be believed, tne 
wrists of at least oat of them war* in such a 
state after her relets*, u to have demanded im- 
mediate attention oft the part of the lurgeon, 
to that ignorance an the point mutt have been 
either impossible or culpable. 

Mr. RawLArtD makes no reference to the two 
charges brought tgaiuat him by the Commis- 
sioners, of being on several calei intoxicated, 
and of professional neglect in at least two in- 
stances, from which it it to be inferred that he 
at least tacitly acknowledges their 
justice. If, however, be hu been 
unfairly accrued— if, in conttquence of his 
absence, bia own exculpatory evidence has not 
beam allowed to modify the public judgment, be 
will still have opportunity to set himself right. 
W» presume that hi* re-appearance in town will 
be tVe signal Tor th* rettoration of these aotlona 
that were abruptly stopped by hit abttnet ; and 
that the SoLtOlTon-OmfKiLAi., who pathetically 
bewailed his departure, will, now that his where- 
abouts is ones more known, favour him with a 
call.

From Iheae extraeta your committee think !( will be 
manifeat that the National ayatem I* out fairly open to 
the ohargea of MaLtallng rellgtou* instruction. It 
(eschu in the ordinary school houra aa much of the 
truth* of religion a* can he imparted without enter- 
ing on controverted aubjecuj, and it unVra every fa- 
cility and enouuragement in iia power to induce the 
teacher* of the different denomination* to nil up the 
outline, by oommunieallug (o the children thoee 
peculiar doctrines which the nature of a general ayatem 
forhiia ft to teach. Tour committee cannot but hop* 
(hal religious teacher* of all denomination* will feel 
that this la the direction la which their activity out ba 
moat profitably employed, and that they are tar more 
likely to contribute to (be spread of true religion, and 
th* diseetn taction of their own opinion*, by co- 
operating, than by competing with thia ayatem, whloh, 
aa it leach** nothing hostile to any sent, and rselwle* 
none from teaching their own doctrine*, detent* the 
hostility ol none. 

tt ha* been the good fortune of (hla ayatem to dis- 
arm many opponent*, and to convert them into Ita 
ndvncaLc*. Aa aa example of thia- your aoaaaAttte* 
hay* much pleasure In referring to the evidence of the 
Hey. Mr, HcunJera (pace «). who, with other a, on. 
posed this system in 1BSB, and who now most earnestly 
rreommende it. Of the aeaular inalruclion oomicuni- 
oated under this ayaiem, your committee do not think 
it neceasary to ape*k at large. The achool books haye 
been compiled with the moat admirable care and judg- 
ment, and will earn much trouble to the** I n whs** 
handa the management of the ayatem ahall be placed. 

Your committee have eppended to this report (see 
A.puenati) several document*, with the view of giving 
(o the Council the amplest Information in their power, 
and they feel well convinced, (hat tho more the plan la 
examined, th* more favourably wdl It ba viewed. 

Yon committee alao trust (hat that part of the Pro- 
tcttent community which would have preferred the 
British and foreign system, will appreciate the apirit 
of fslmeas and impartiality to all parties which has 
actuated them in their present reoommendailon, and 
will rathe* loin In promoting a scheme whioh falle 
somewhat shnrt of their wishee, than throw obstacles 
in the way of the only practicable scheme of general 
Inatmction. Your committee also trust, that Christiana 
of all denominations will feel that the adoption of (his 
ayatem will tend (o soften down sectarian feellnga, end 
to the promotion of union, toleration, andcharity. 

In order to carry out their recommendation, your 
committee think that a board ahould be appointed by 
(lie Governor, of peraona favourable to (he plan pro- 
p-aed, and pnaaeeeing the confidence of the dinVrcut 
denominations, * Pur the taooessof the undertaking, 
much mu*t depend upon the character of the indie ■- 
duala who compose (ha board ; and upon the security 
(hereby shTirdcd (o (he country, that while the Inter* 
eats of religion are not overlooked, the most ecrupu- 
ioua oare should be taken not to Interfere with the 
peculiar (eneta of nnv description of Christian pupil*."

advanced, will merit their most action* attention. 

Your committee trnat (hal meatOTCt will bt taken to 
cotinleract the apread of ignorance beyond the limit* 
of location , by lb* appointment of itinerant teachers, 
and by the diatributlon of book* of a moral and rell. 
oinui tendency, free from aactarlnnlem. They wan] d 
also call attention to the auggntlon* nude by eoreral 
of the wiineatra with regard (o tho ealabliahmant of 
indiialtlal achools, which, if practicable, would teem 
to he the iii test training which no uid be deii ted for an 
Australian settler. 

Your committee wonld alao expreas their opinion, 
that if it 1* Intended that education should be rained, 
it tout not he ■ratulumt, tt least to thou who can pay 
for it. 

Your oommittee trust that the liberality of the 
Legislature will not allow this Important objaot to fail 
for want of the rrquitit* pecuniary aid. Thia aid, 
they hnpe.Ttlll not exceed, by a very large amount, 
the sum now annually devoted to education ; and they 
feel fully convinced that no snney can ba expends d 
hy a State to batter ad vantage than that which hi ap- 
propriated (o auch a purpose. 

Your committee think that the board ahould be in- 
corporated, in order that all properly required for 
educational purpose* may veal in (ham, by which the 
trouble and expense neceeiiirily attending the vesting 
ot property In trustees will be avoided.
